The San Francisco Chronicle, dis- 
cussing natural gas, says: ‘‘At Pitts- 
burg it is beiag used in factorios na 
well as private houses. The charge is 
fifty cents a month for lighting « private 
dwelling and four dollars a month fora 
gre stove, regardiess of quantity. No 
meters are used. Companies have been 
formed to lead the gas through pipes 
into Philadelphia aud New York, and 
there seems a possibility that the 
schemes may be successful. Wherever 
there is petroleum there is natoral 
gw. Whether the petroleam is the 
residuum of the gas, or the 
petroleum, certain it mw that 
wherever you find the one you may look 
for the other. Thus there must be in 
Santa Oruz and Los Angeles counties 
reservoirs of natural gas, which only 
need to be imprisoned in pipes to sap 
ply a constant flow of light and fuel. 
It would be worth the while of the in- 
habitants of the citivs in those counties 
to look the matter up. It would be no 
small saving to cat off the expense of 
artificial gas and coal. If « large gas 
well were discovered the gas might be 
brought to San Francisco. The odds 
are that the pressure would be sufficient 
to keep the jets flowing, and even if 
there were a heavy wastage io transit, 
this would not prove serious where the 
original cost of the gas was nothing.

Originaliy an Oriental 
people, they eat well and are not glat- 
tons. They testify to the benefits of a 
system which is mach needed by our 
Americans, who incline to excess and 
who resent the enforcement of a law to 
probibit the reasonable exercise of a 
natural appetite.

This was granted, 
with the proviso that if they were not 
gowe when the time was up, the big 
school bell would call out the crowd, and 
they would run the Chinese out by force.

if WAS “JOHN” 


Whe Started the Pasadena Wash- 
Mouse Fire. 
From the Sunpay Tiees.| 

The main facts of the Pasadena fires on 
Friday and Friday evening, and the excite- 
ment attending the ¢xpulsion of the Chi- 
nese from the center of the village, were 
published in yesterday's Trwes; but some 
additional points are given below. 

The four buildings destroyed were all 
cheap one-story affairs. They consisted 
of Fieming’s barn, destroyed in the after- 
poon fire; the wash-house where the 
evening fire originated, owned by J. 
Hisey,' and two buildings, one on each 
side of the wash-house, owned by Alex. 
F. Mille. The total value of all four 
buildings does not probably exceed 
$600. The contents were far more 
valuable. One Chinaman puts his loss, 
in goods and money, at nearly $1,000; an- 
other saye he lost $700, and several others 
lost emaller sums. A good many citizens 
and visitors lost clothing burned in the 
wash-house. Mrs. Bangs lost to the value 
of $50, and had to come to this city yes- 
terday to replace the articles destroyed. 
One family of visitors, just arrived, lost 
all their sviled clothing. 

“The origin of the fre has been pretty 
definitely aecertained, according to the 
testimony of citizens. It cannot, they 
say, be laid at the door of the Chinamen, 
but was caused by an upset lamp whieh 
was knocked down from the wall by a 
rock thrown from the hand of somebody 
from the outside. The Chinamen charge 
that this white man’s name is Charley 
Johneon, a baker who went to Pasa- 
dena from this city threee or 
four monthe ago, 
in the bakery near the wash-house. There 
were nine or ten Chinamen in the build- 
ing at the time. When the lamp was 
thrown down a Chinaman threw s blanket 
over the spreading flames, but was unable 
to smother them, and the inmates had to 
speedily fly for their lives. They had to 
leave to the flames neariy all their ef- 
fects, inciuding considerable money. 
Persons hunting in the ashes of the fire 
yesterday raked out various coins, 
amounting, it is said, to $80 or more. 

The gross injustice of driving out the 
Chinese for an alleged offenses, of which 
it has been found they were not guilty, 
is nuw recognized by men of conscience. 

After the fire most of the burned-out 
Chinamen huddied together for the re- 
mainder of the night in some buildings 
adjacent, while others went for ebelter to 
the houses of friendly citizens, and some 
started for Loe Angeles. 

On Saturday morning they commenced 
vacating all the buildings in the central 

tion of the village, in compliance with 
the ultimatum of the citizens, and by the 
middle of the afternvon al! had gone. 
Twenty or more came to Los Angeles, 
mostly by rail. The others leased land 
of Thomas Banbury, vm the southerly 
Outskirts of the town, and buildings 
for their use will be put up at once. 

The settled sentiment of the respect- 
able portion of the community seems to 
be that tlie Chinese sliall keep out of the 
center of the town, where, it is alleged, 

have been more or less of a nuisance, 
their wash-houses, gambling and 
disorder; but they may stay indefinitely 
in the new limits prescribed, and will be 
there protected by the law-abiding people. 
Their labor is needed, say the townspeople 
and ranchers. 

Threats against the Chinese in their 
new location continue to be made by the 
mischief-breeders, but justice-loving citi- 
zens declare the Mungois shail not be 
further molested. Tom Banbury is quoted 
as declaring that be will defend his ten- 
ante with force of arma, if need be 

When the hostile movement against the 
Chinese first began, on Friday evening, 

Te was an evident determination on the 
part of some of the lawtess whites to use 
oe and convert the crusade into & 
mob, but the prompt and resolute action 
of citizens prevented violence and prob- 
able bloodshed, and also saved the town 
from destruction by fire. 

The feeling of hostility is not directed 
altogether at the Chivese, but extends to 
the owners of buildings rented to them, 
Hisey and Mills, who have been reaping 
something of a barvest in rente for baild- 
ings worth next tonothing. Two shanties, 
Unworthy to be called houses, have 
been fetching $16 each per month; an- 
other $17, and another $22, on three and 
five year leases Since the excitement be- 
gan these landlords have been playing the 
role of copper-bottomed Chinese haters.
